it is a risk which if not taken is 
likely to lead to reverses far 
worse in character — and could 
lead to> defeat."

HUNTING AND FISHING 
.- 


OLYMPIA, Wash. (NBA) - The 


mystery surrounding a highly un- 
usual fish kill at Spectacle Lake, 
Okanogan 
County, 
Wash., 
has 


been solved by a biologist of the 
State Game Department. 


The death of about 2,000 fish 


was traced by Roy Strickland to 
a water flea called Daphnia. 


During warm weather in the 


first two weeks in January, parts 
of 
pectaclc 
Lake thawed 
and 


opened up, according to Strick- 
land's investigation. Else-where on 
the lake one or two inches of wa- 
ter formed on top of the ice. 


Many blowholes formed through 


the ice during this warm spell 
and water on the ice ran back 
into thezloholes, forming numer- 
ous narrow trenches in the ice 
leading from the holes — like the 
tentacles of an octopus. 


Some of the trenches extended 


20 or 30 feet, from the holes and 
were from two to four inches wide 
and about three inches deep. 


On bright sunny days thousands 


of Cladocerans, or water 
fleas 


such as the genus Daphnia — a 
favorite food of the fish — came 
out of the holes to forage in the 
trenches. 


In Spectacle Lake, fish were ap- 


parently lured up through the 
blowholes and out into the trench- 
es by the abundance of the Clad- 
ocerans. The fish were unable to 
turn around in the narrow trench- 
es and froze in the ice — some 
of them as far as 30 feet from 
the blowholes. 


Strickland found some trenches 


with only two or three fish trapped 
In others eight or 10 had perished. 
All the dead fish were well fed, 
stuffed with the water fleas. 


The 
largest 
fish 
discovered 


stranded measured 13 inches.
